MERIWETHER MAKES SWEEPING 
ASSERTIONS OF FRAUD. 


Notice of Coming Contest Was Served 
Friday Morning on Mayor Wells, 
Who Tossed the Papers 
Aside. 


The contest proceedings of Lee Meriweth- 
er against Rolla Wells, involving the office 
of mayor of St. Louis, were filed in the 
circuit clerk’s office at 2:15 o'clock Friday 
afternoon. 

‘The petition covers 18 typewriten pages, 
containing specific charges of fraud in a 
great many instances. The petition was 
filed by Attorney W. F. Smith.

Frank 8. Kowalski, 
wether’s campaign, called at the City Hail 
Friday morning and served Mayor Wells 
with notice of contest. 

The mayor took the papers without com- 
meni, tossed them to one side, and pro- 
ceeded with the dictation of a letter. To 
the Post-Dispatch he said: 

“Two men called at my residence Thurs- 
day night and said they had some papers 
to serve upon me. I asked them if they 
were officers and they replied that they 
were not. I then told them that I could 
not receive their papers and left the 
room.” o 

“Have you accepted service in the Meri- 
wether contest?’’ the mayor was asked. 

“Well, the papers are there. If that con- 
stitutes legal service, | suppose I have. I 
have not investigated the saw on the sub- 
ject and know nothing of the requirements. 


I invited Mr. Parker, my nearest opponent, 
to make a contest, in order to ascertain the 
facts in the case. Il have no object except 
to get at the truth, and my only reason 
for refusing to accept the papers Thursday 
night was the seeming irregularity of the 
proceeding.” 

The two men who called at gh Wells’ 
residence Thursday night were Mr. Kowal- 
ski and B. C. Cate, representatives of the 
Public Ownership party. They assert that 
after taking the pers and ascertaining 
their character, ayor Wells threw them 
back at Mr. Cate and left the room. 

A little lafer they were also invited to 
leave by a servant. They took the papers 
with them. 

Lee Meriwether said Friday morning:

“Mr. Kowalski left the papers with him 
this morning, and if he had not accepted 
them ‘we would have posted him at the 
courthouse door as the law directs. 

“The notice -~was not served by deputy 
sheriffs, partly because the law does not re- 
quire it and partly because the deputy sher- 
iffs are controiled by the gang, and we 


had no certainty that we would secure ser- 
vice until too late.’’ 

Mr. Meriwether’'s attorneys in the contest 
are Wiliam Finley Smith, Charles J. Maur- 
Holmes and George E. Egger. 

The charges made by Mr. Meriwether are 
of a sweeping character. It its first as- 
Serted that the contestant received a ma- 

rity of the votes cast for mayor on April 

and that from 25 to 150 ballots cast for him 
in each precinct were counted for Wells. 

Further charges are that in 29 precincts 
men served as judges of election who had 
no right to do so, and that in these pre- 
cinctS and others where the challengers of 
the Public Ownership party were ejected, 
there was no legal election, that Wells bai- 
lots were substituted for Merriwether bal- 
lots in the Twelfth Congressional District, 
that 15,000 names were fraudulently placed 
upon the registration books and vodted by 
the judegs and clerks and hired repeaters, 
and that a conspiracy to steal the election 
existed between the Democratic managers, 
the police and the Jefferson Club. 

Mr. Meriwether stated that none of the 
other Public Ownership candidates, wpuld 
make a contest, the mayoralty being made 
the test case, 

At the office of W. M. Kinsey, attorney 
for George W. Parker in the contest which 
is in preparation, {it was stated Friday 
morning that notice of contest would be 
filed upon Mayor Wells some time during 
the day, in all probability. The contestants 
have until Saturday to file. 

Attorneys say that notice of a contested 
election does not have to be served by-dep- 
uty sheriffs, but can be served by anyone 
representing the contestant, provided it is 
Sworn to before a notary.

Proposed Charter Changes 
Come Up Again. 


TO BE CONSIDERED FRIDAY 


COUNCIL BILL WILL BE REFER- 
RED TO A COMMITTEE. 


These Are the Amendments Proposed 
by the Public Welfare Commis- 
sion, Which Die@ in the 


House Committee.

The bill

|receive its second reading at Friday's meet- 


ing of the Council and will be referred to a 
committee by President Hornsby. 

The bill was referred in the last Coun- 
cil to the commuttee on legislation. The 
same committee in the present Council con- 
sists of messrs. Markham, Richards and 
Gibson, and it is expected that these gen- 
tlemen will be given the task of consider- 
ing and reporting on the Dill. 

Of the five proposed amendments, which 
were prepared by the non-partisan Com- 
mission of”Public. Welfare, the third and 
fourth, relating respectively to revenue 
and taxation and to public improvements, 


contain the most important changes from 
present methods. 

The first amendment relates to the legis- 
lative department, the second to the admin- 
istrative department and the fifth to the 
water works. It is provided that the 
amendments shall be voted on at a special 
election, to be held after the ee ¥ of the 
bill by the Municipal Assembly and its sig- 
nature by the mayor. 

Amendment wumber four, relating 
improvements, provides the district 
stem of paying for street improvements, 
which is designed to remove a portion of 
the burdens from owners of corner lot prop- | 
erty, and introduces the installment plan 
in paying for street reconstruction or dist- 
rict sewer construction. 

One-fourth of the cost of street recon- 
struction is to be paid by the property 
fronting on the street, following the present 
front foot plan. The other three- fourths 
shall be divided among all the property 
owners of the district and shall be assessed 
in proportion to :the area of property. The 
districts are to be boun by lines drawn 
on each side of the streét to be improved, 
midway between it andj the next paralle! 
or converging street on'each side.

The installment plan of paying tax bills 
for street or sewer improv ents allows the 
payment to be made in not Jess than three 
or more than seven equa@amounts.

A more perfect system for the transfer 
of special tax bills and for the levying of 
sprinkling tax bills is also provided in the 
fourth amendment. 

The third amendment, relating to revenue 
and taxation, is designed to furnish a means 
of erecting new public buildings. It pro- 
vides that the rate of taxation may be in- 
creased by the Municipal Assembly for this 
purpose, and that the taxes collected for 
erecting public buildings shall be kept sep- 
arate from other municipal nevenue. 

A fund for the payment of interest and 
public debt is also designated, to be kept 
distinct from other classes of revenue. 

The fifth amendment forbids the sale or 
leasing of the city waterworks. The 
sembly is given the power to appropriate the 
revenue obtained from the waterworks for 
the extension of the system, and for the re- 
newal of waterworks bonds. 

The first amendment, relating to legisla- 
tion, requires committees of the Assembly 
to report all bills within 40 days after the 
time they are referred. ‘“‘Omnibus’’ bills 
are forbidden by a clause providing that 
each bill shall have only one subject, which 
its title shall clearly express. 

Amendment number two defines more 
clearly the duties of the city marshal, 
requiring him to execute and return all pro- 
cesses and orders of the mayor and the

OMAHA, Neb., April 26—James Callahan 
does not look now like the James Callahan 
arrested two months ago, charged with the 
kidnaping of Eddie Cudahy. He appears in 
court well dressed, his hair carefully 
combed and clean shaven, with the excep- 
tion of a mustache which has grown out 
£0 much during confinement as to deceive 


the average witness. 

B. K. Munshaw, who lives near the Mel- 
rose Hill House, was the first witness called 
this morning in the trial of Callahan for 
the Cudahy kidnaping. He identified the 
picture of Pat Crowe as that of a man who 
came to his house about three weeks be- 
fore the kidnaping and wanted to know 
who owned the Schneiderwind House. 

Munshaw said he told him who was the 
owner, and the man came back later and 
said he bad rented it and paid $1 down 
and would pay the balance when he moved 
in the following Monday. Munshaw testi- 
fied that he saw Crowe there on the day 
before the kidnaping and talked = with 
him aguim, and the latter said he would 
move in the next Monday. 

Munshaw added that on the night of the 
kidnaping the dogs, barked late in_ the 
evening and he went out by the well and 
Saw a buggy or spring wagon drive past 
and draw wp to the steps of the Schneider- 
wind house. He was down hill from there 
and the parties were outlined against the 
sky. The night was dark, but he could 
see the outlines. He saw what he thought 
was two men go up the steps and into 
the house, and he thought the partie» 
were moving in some of their goods. 

Crowe, Murnshaw testified, was accom- 
panied by a woman when he called the 
first time in a buggy and inquired about 
the house.

before he was urrested. Callahan claimed 
that he was going to work switching for 
the Chicago, St. Paul, M. & O. road on the 
tuliowing morning. 

“oevy talked about and the 
Jiinaping, and Callahan expressed 
his belief of Crowe's innocence, and said 
he had taken Crowe with him to ‘iis sister's 
house and introduced Crowe to her as Mr. 
Johnson. This Callahan said was just aftcr 
the Northwestern train robbery when Mrs. 
Kelly was living in Council Bluffs. 

Savage testified that later Callahan ad- 
raitted to the chief of police that he had 
iniroduced Crowe to his sister as Johnson. 
lie testitied' that Callahan said he could 
not turn up Crowe, and that he would not if 
he could. 

George Wittum identified Callahan as a 
man who had passed by his house on the 
day before the kidnaping between 12 and 
1 o'clock. He said he and his wife both 
watched the man while he traveled 2 
or 300 feet, and until he passed out of 
Fight.

ANOTHER EXPLOSION AT GRIES- 
HEIM CHEMICAL WORKS.

CHILDREN THROWN INTO RIVER | ° 


They Were Drowned Before Rescue 
Came—Eeighty Bodies Recovered 
From the Ruins. 


FRANKFORT, April 26.—There was a 
fresh outbreak of the flames among the 
ruins at Griesheim, which reyived appre- 
hension, and after the explosion of a great 
benzine reservoir, at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing, orders were issued that every one 
in the village of Griesheim and its vicinity 
must vacate their premises forthwith. 

The inhabitants fled. panic stricken, with 


such possessions as they could hastily col- 
lect, most of them going to Frankfort, Even 
the firemen, salvagers and soldiefs left the 
scene of the disaster. The railroad service 
to Grieshelm is suspended on account pt the 
danger. 

A number of children whe were hurled by 
the explosion into the River Main were 
drowned before the rescuers could reach 
them. Several firemen are among the vic- 
tims. A svecial train with relief firemen 
and additional doctors and nurses was sent 
to the scene of the disaster this morning. 
A number who it was feared had perished 
reported themselves this “peg 4 

y 11 o'clock th his morning 80 bodies had 
been recovered from the debris of the elec- 
tro chemical works near Griesheim, but 
there are still many missing. About 150 
persons were injured, many of them seri- 
vusly. The work of fighting the flames pro- 
ceeded throughout the entire night, though 
the danger of further explosions was re- 
garded as averted at midnight. 

The scenes which occurred during the 
night were most distressing. Villagers and 
survivors were groping about the ruins in 
search of relatives ’nd comrades, and en- 
deavoring to recognize in the charred bodles 
or dismembered and mutilated corpses the 
identity of missing friends. 

The flames gutted Marx & Mueller's chem- 
ical factory and a part of the Grieshetm col- 
or works.

The danger of fresh explosions necessari-

PRESIDENT BORROWED IT ALL 


Of Whatcom Bank’s Assets He T20x 
All Deposits and Part of Capi- 
tal on Notes. 


WHATCOM. Wash.,. April 26.—Under or- 
der of the court Receiver Muir of the Scan- 
dinavian Bank has filed a report of its af- 
fairs. According to the report the bank's 
president, H. St. John Dix borrowed its en- 
tire deposits and $8000 of its capital on his 
unsecured notes. Other officers are the 
bank's debtors to the extent of $1200. The 
capital stock of the Scandinavian-Amerl- 
can Bank was $25,000. Of the 250 shares 
President St. John held 27 and Cashier Ole- 
son 15. The bank's nominal assets are $31,- 
776. Of this over $24,000 are unsecured notes 
of its president. 

Among other things the receiver claims 
that the books were falsified, $24,000 being 
carried as cash in the vault, which was 
never there. President St. John of the bank 
is at present in London. The president's 
proper name is H. St. John Dix. He went 
under the name of 8t. John here. His fath- 
er, he claims. is an English aristocrat and 
that hie brother is one of the members of 
the British embassy at Washington.

HELENA, Mont., April 26.—The suprem- 
court has denied the petition of United 
States Senator William A. Clark and C. W.

Minister. Chun Sees War 
and Partition of Empire. 


ALL DEPENDS ON INDEMNITIES 


DEFENDS THE CONDUCT 
CHRISTIAN MISSIONARIES. 


Of 


Rev. Arrent Replies to the Criticisin 
of Mark Twain and Tells of the 
Perils He Has En- 
countered. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.—Minister 
Conger takes a gloomy view of the future 
in China. “There will be peace all 
around,” says he, ‘‘or there will be trouble 
that will stir the universe. 

“The subject that is under considera- 
tion now is that of the methods of assess- 
ment to satisfy the indemnities that have 
been agreed upon. This will occupy the 
minds of the ministers for some time to 
come, 

“As to the final outcome I cannot say. 
It is impossible to speculate. One can only 
await developments. It all depends upon 
the indemnities. , 

“If when the powers have estimated the 


expense of the trouble and put in their 
several demands the amount is such that 
China can pay it, then trouble will be 
averted. 

“But should the amount be too great 
for China to pay territory will be seized to 
satisfy the indemnity agreed upon—prob- 
ably Russia, which is most concerned, act- 
ing first, and when one nation begins selz- 
ing territory they will all do the same 
thing, which will mean struggle, war and 
eventually the destruction of the empire.’’ 

Minister Conger defends the missionaries 
from charges of unnecessary looting. 

“The Christian missionaries in (China 
have been grossly misrepresented,’’ said 
he. ‘Very few things have been done by 
them for which any . ology need be 
made, ig ee | no more an for the acts 
of other foreign Pe - sf or soldiers in 
China. I do not say they did nothing that 
might not have been better done different- 
ly, but the stories of their looting and col- 
lecting indemnities by force are absolute- 
ly false, for they did nothing of the kind.”’ 

He said he did not consider the mission- 
aries the chief cause of the trouble in 
China, as the outbreak was against every- 
thing foreign. He said indemnities were not 
collected by force in any instance. The plan 
by which missionaries collected indemnities 
was advised by Li Hung Chang. 

“When the siege was raised one of the 
most difficult problems presented was how 
to care for the native Christians who had 
been a very important factor in our salva- 
tion.: Everything they owned had, of course, 
been destroyed. In the neighborhood were 
houses of Boxers, now deserted. If we had 
been strong enough we should certainly 
have.captured everything in them for our 
support. Now the soldiers of all the armies 
were looting houses and seizing stores of 
rice and millet, so that soon there wouid 
be nothing left. Under these conditions, 
some of the Boxer houses were seized and 
their contents, clothing, furniture, curios, 
were sold for the benefit of the native 
Christians to give them food. 

“It was simply a question of leaving these 
poor people to starve and these houses to 
be looted by the soldiers or other Chinese, 
or taking them to feed the native Chris- 
tians, and this was done. 

“The missionaries acted with nobility and 
heroism during the siege, fighting bravely 
alongside the soldiers and the rest of us. 
The legationers and the missionaries owe 
their salvation to each other, for neither 
alone could have been saved.” 

Rev. W. 8S. Ament of the American Board 
of Foreign Missions of the Congregational! 
Church, whose collection of indemnity for 
lamages done by Boxers in China has 
eaused considerable discussion, takes vig- 
orous exception to the criticism made by 
Mark Twain and others as to the alleged 
misconduct of the missionaries. He says: 

We found ourselves at the close of the 
siege with 500 native Christians upon our 
hands, no food, no clothing, no money and 
every Christian house burned. 

“On the very day of the arrival of the 
allied forces we were informed that we 
must leave the British legation. as it was to 
be used as headquarters for officers of the 
British army. I immediately thought of a 
Mongol prince, Hsi Ling, who was an aliv 
of the Boxers and whose place was the 
sae ge aggre of Boxers and blacklegs. We 
found the prince's place entirely empty and 
the next day we brought up our native 
Christians and occupied the deserted place. 
In that house and its neighboring houses 
that we occupied we put more than 400 peo- 
ple, We took only abandoned property. 

‘The only food in the prince's place was a 
bit of rice. We decided to sell the clothing 
and curlos we found upon the premises and 
real'zed $2500 in gold. They were bought bs 
British and American officers at a private 
sale of two weeks’ duration. 

“Native Christians brought us furs and 
sables which they had purchased at a low 
orice from wealthy Chinese. who 
feared they might be looted by 
the military people and who were 
willing to dispose of them for a 
little money. These articles were sold at our 
place to British and other officers. I con- 
sidered that that was a fair, honest spec- 
ulation, which injured nobody and that ben- 
efited many people. 

“There may have been some looted goods 
taken, but It was without my knowledge 
The Russian and Sikh soldiers were selling 
off truck very cheap, but my people did not 
do the looting.’’

ST. LOUIS A SEAPORT. 


The other day.a steamship sailed from Chicago bound for 
Liverpool via the Lakes and St. Lawrence river. If this line 
proves practicable, Chicago becomes virtually a seaport. 

But that ambitious city is not satisfied. If the route via the 
lakes is practicable, why not that via a deep-water canal and 
the Mississippi river 
. The Inter Ocean says: ‘For thirty or forty years the Mis- 
Sissippi river has been trifled with under the general belief 
that so great a river could not be controlled in the interest of 
commerce. When the Mississippi is grappled with in the spirit 
that cut a deep waterway from here to Lockport, and when 
the United States gives as much attention to the American 
eanal system as Canada is giving to the Canadian system, 
steamships will depart from Chicago not only for Liverpool, 
but for New Orleans and South American and Asiatic ports.”

Perhaps an alliance of 
Chicago and St. Louis interests can effect easily what 8t. 
Louis has been unable to do single-handed. 
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What will it profit the city to have all sidewalk obstructions 
removed to make room for big advertising boxes for the benefit 
of a private corporation? 
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PARAFFIN PLUMPNESS. 


Thin and hollow-necked women will hail with joy the latest 
discovery in cosmetic science. All their terrible cavities and 
hollows can now be rounded out in the twinkling of an eye. 
No more scrawniness need be seen abroad. The plump wom- 
an will be the only woman of the future. 

Dr. Gersuny, a Viennese surgeon, has discovered that by the 
simple method of injecting medicinal paraffin under the skin, 
@s a drug fiend injects morphine, a cavity or too prenounced 
dimple can be-filled up. The wax is heated to a certain de- 
gree and when injected fixes itself under the epidermis quite 
snugly, making what was an ugly hollow, regain its former 
rounded state. It is said that ‘very little unpleasantness at- 
tends the operation” 

It will be well for the thin women to wait a while and find 
out how long this discovery works well. It may turn out that 
paraffin rounded necks are not healthy. The discovery is too 
recent to act upon without great caution.

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THE COMMISSION'S POWERS. 


Commissioner Lindsay’s emphatic assertion of the duties and 
responsibilities of the National Commission for the Louisi- 
ana Purchase exposition is pleasing to the people of St. Louis, 
who do not want the commission to be a mere figurehead in 
the enterprise. 

According to the Commissioner’s definition of the scope of 
the Commission's functions and powers, it has a large field 
for useful activity. Its powers are those of an executive. In 
the matter of site, plans and awards, the.acts of the loca] or- 
ganization are subject to the approval of the National Com- 
mission. 

This places considerable power in the hands of the Commis- 
sioners which, if used with good judgment, may be valuable. 
It is also capable of abuse for selfish purposes. It might be 
used to control the action of the local board in matters that 


1 do not come under the supervision of the national board. 


But there is no reason to believe that the commission has 
any idea of using its powers except to further the interests of 
the exposition. The importance of harmony has been recog- 
nized and emphasized by the commissioners. Congress recog- 
nized it In providing for the arbitration of all disputes which 
may arise betweer the local and national organizations. 

The arbitration board will serve as a court to define the re- 
spective powers of each body and determine differences. It 
will be a great gain for the St. Louis undertaking to avoid 
the friction and acrimonious disputes which hampered the 
management of the Chicago World's Fair in the beginning of 
its work. 

But the foundation of harmony and efficient work is a sin- 
cere purpose on the part of every man connected with the 
World’s Fair tu promote its success. With this purpose the 
worst machinery will work fairly well, but without it the 
best will fail.

MEN SLEEP OUT OF DOORS 


BUILDING DOES NOT KEEP PACE 
WITH THE DEMAND. 


Offices Set Up in Hallways and Much 
of the Trading in Land and Stock 
Goes on in the Open Streets 
for Lack of Quarters. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BEAUMONT, Tex., April 26.—Still they 
come, There are people here from every 
Quarter of the United States, and Beau- 
mont is growing with rapidity never sur- 
passed by any boom town of the West. 

The greatest trouble right now is to 
Care for the new comers. 

Hotel accommodations are not to be had 
in Beaumont and people go every night 
to Port Arthur and Houston for lodging, 
returning the next morning. Storerooms 
@re walled with bunks one above the other, 


@s in transport vessels, and still there is 
a A for more. 

en sleep out of doors on boxes and in 
doorways, or sit all night in office chairs. 
Next Sunday will be perhaps the greatest 
day in Beaumont's history. Excursions are 
coming from nearly every direction. It Is 
planned to erect lunch counters about the 
city, so that the visitors may be fed and 
given something to drink. It is hot here 
and liquid refreshments are in demand. 

Persons who have not visited Beaumont 

re skeptical about the land trading here, 

ut personal investigation of conditions es- 
tablishes the fact that the sales are genu- 
fne and for cash. Trading is done on the 
atreet because offices are not to be had. 
Hallways are strewn with desks and every 
bit of space utilized. Money cannot buy of- 
fice room here until more buildings are 
erected. 

The Kansas City Southern runs four 
trains a day between Beaumont and Port 
Arthur to accommodate the heavy travel. 
The Southern Pacific announced extra train 
rervice between here and Houston and aiso 
two trains daily between Beaumont and 
Babine Pass. 

Yesterday Beaumont’s cil exchange, 
which promises to be a big factor in the 
excitement here, formally —— when the 
national colors were raised above the ex- 
change bullding. 

Among the 60 New Yorkers who composed 
the special committee to visit Texas and 
its oil fields was James B. Dill, partner of 
John W. Griggs, ex-Attorney-General of 
the United States. Mr. Dill is a corporation 
attorney whose services have commanded 
as high as $1,900,000 in a single deal. 

“It is one of thee greatest surprises of 
my life to see the oil forcing itself to sucn 
wonderful heights without the aid of any 
artificial means whatever,” he said, after 
seeing the Beaumont gushers. “It certain- 
ly indicates vast deposits of oi] which must 
underlie a large section in this vicinity. I 
had heard much of the boom in Beaumont, 
but I was not prepared to see what ap- 
pears to be behind the unusual activity 
which seems to have taken deep root here. 
It cannot be compared in any sense with 
the usual Western town boom, for it is 
evident to anyone with eyes that the oil 
{fs actually here. Of course, photographs 
will give our friends at a distance some- 
thing of an idea, but they cannot fully 
realize the phenomenal oil discoveries here 
without making a visit. I am glad, how- 
ever, to send some photographs to some 
friends."’ 

The rise In the value of land has enriched 
many persons. The rice plantation of Viter- 
-bo ros.. on Hillebrant's bayou, in the 
south half of the E. D. Chenneth survey, 
about four miles southwest of the Lucas 
usher, has been sold for $440,000 cash. to 

right, Blodgett & Co. of Saginaw, Mich, 
The price paid for the land was $275 an 
acre. Viterbo Bros. had already planted 
800 of the 1600 acres in rice for the coming 
season, and by the terms of sale they are to 
harvest this crop. The land is in a direct 
line between Big Hill and High Island, 
where are the best signs of oil in Texas.

DROWNED HIS KEEP 
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ENRAGED BULL ELEPHANT’S TER- 
RIBLE RAGE VENTED. 


THREW MAN INTO THE RIVER 


He Then Held Him Under Until He 
Was Dead—The Animal Put 
to Death. 


PERU, Ind., April 26.—Yesterday after- 
noon, while in a violent rage and under cir- 
cumstances that were peculiarly horrible, 
“Big Charley,’’ a monster elephant owned 
by Benjamin E. Wallace, the showman, 
killed his keeper, Henry Huffman, former- 
ly with the La Pearl circus, a resident of 
Columbus, O. The killing was witnessed by 


several showmen at the. winter quarters, 

In the morning “Big Charley’’ made an 
attempt to kill Alex Morisit, but failed, He 
was not chastised for the assault and 
seemed to be very quiet when Keeper Huft- 
man took the herd of elephants to the Mis- 
sissinewa river to bathe. As soon as the 
water was reached “Big Charley’’ wrapped 
his trunk about Huffman and hurled him 
into the stream. Huffman was uninjured 
and returned to the elephant, sayifg: 
“Why, Charley, I did not think that of you. 
Ain't you ashamed of yourself?’ 

The big animal roared, and, grabbing 
Huffman, he threw him to the bottom, then 
stood upon him. Thus the man drowned 
and his life crushed out of him. “Big 
Charley" then started up the road, the oth- 
er elephants following at a double-quick 
step. 

The news of the killing soon reached Mr. 
Cory, the secretary of the show, who, in the 
absence of Mr. Waliace, ordered the big 
elephant killed. Apples containing strych- 
nine were sent to the winter quarters and 
thrown in front of the big elephant and he 
ate them. He was shot a dozen times, and 
a half hour later signs of approaching death 
were visible. Then Charley lay down and 
groaned. He was shot again several times 
and died in terrible agony. 

The other elephants were soon captured. 
“Big Charley’’ was 43 years o!d and weighed 
three tons. In his lifetime he killed four 
men. He was valued at $10,000. Huffman, 
who was his master seven years, had 
charge of the zoos in Fairmount Pari, Phil. 
adelphia, and Central Park, New York City, 
before he joined the La Pearl circus.

GANG TRIED TO ROB A TOWN.

of C, L. Cabe and disarmed the night 
watchman, Ira King. A tramp named 
Woods was sleeping at the mill. The men 
told King and Woods that they were going 
to tie them to the railroad track and then 
capture the night watchman and rob the 
town. 

King and Woods were taken to the track, 
and while the robbers were getting the 
ropes ready they broke away. Woods was 
shot twice and is dead. King was shot in the 
head, but will probably live. 

The shooting attracted the attention of 
Constable J. M. Powell, who hurried to the 
scene with Clyde Strange. Upon their arri- 
val a pitched battle ensued and Strange 
left Powell to himself. The officer emptied 
two guns at the robbers and finally coral- 
led them under a lumber yt-e. His ammun!- 
tion had been exhausted and he called for 
Strange, who carried a shotgun, but he had 
sone to the woods. As a result Constable 

-owell was forced to retreat. The Queen 
City officers came here and bloodhounds 
are now on the trail of the robbers. Aside 
from being shot, Woods and King were bad- 
ly beaten with pistols.
